A SK any man why he is a member of a Litho 


Club and he will tell you that: First, he is given an 
opportunity at Litho Club meetings to hear ex- 
perts in every phase of the industry; men who 
know the processes of copy preparation, art 
work, camera, platemaking, presswork and many 
intermediate and variable operations. He will tell 
you that from speakers who appear on educa- 
tional programs he has learned to know more 
about the many items of supply used in the 
industry; photographic film, developers, opaqu- 
ing and staging solutions, zine and its treatment 
and graining, bi-metal and tri-metal plates, the 
many solutions used in platemaking, paper, inks, 
rollers, fountain solutions, etc. He will tell you 
that he has learned much about equipment: 
cameras, vacuum frames, step and repeat ma- 
chines, presses, etc. He is given an opportunity 
to ask questions of speakers regarding all of these 
things. 

Second, he will tell you that he meets a group 
of men who have the same interests that he has. 
Men who are justly proud of their craft and who 
are willing and anxious to exchange ideas regard- 
ing their chosen work. Many of these men have 
many years of service in the lithographic indus- 
try and have seen it grow from stone to metal, 


trom flat bed presses to rotary presses. At a 
recent meeting of one of the Litho Clubs, eight 
men seated at one table represented more than 
270 years of experience; a veritable well of 
knowledge from which to draw information. 

Third, he will tell you that he enjoys the 
fellowship of these groups made up of men, the 
nature of whose life work has taught them to 
be thinkers, men of imagination, resourcefulness 
and loyalty. Men who have learned to be helpful 
one to another, fruitful in their wholehearted 
application to their work, and patient and help- 
ful in passing on knowledge to those following 
in their footsteps. 

These are the reasons why Litho Clubs flourish 
and why they are successful. These are the 
reasons why they have banded together in a 
National Association to exchange ideas more 
widely and to further the lithographic industry. 

Moreover, these activities are not confined to

You do 
not need to turn to the very latest pro- 
edures and materials tor there is 
much good in the older procedures 
Ir is alwavs necessary that certain 
basic techniques be pertormed proper 
ly t the best possible results are to 
be obtained. Experience has shown 
that some ot the newer developments 
while they possess intrinsic merit, have 
permitted t decrease in the skill ot the 
werage crattsman, and tor this rea 
son the greatest Poss ble value has not 
heen obtained trom the new develop 
ment Deep etch platemaking is a 
se in pom 

Phe general business situation in 
the industry today does not seem to 
be a serious one—vet. Considerable ex 
pansion is going on, and old equip 
ment is being replaced Lhe period 
ot exceedingly keen ompetition 
which we have all expected tor some 
time, is arriving. The signposts are 
vit. Many lithographers have already 
burned midnight oil worrving over 
costs, and quite a tew of them are 
oncerned with quality. They realize 
that competition is due to become 
keener, and that it is going to become 


nereasingly important to produce 


maximum quality at the lowest. pos- 
sible cost in order to stay in business. 

Economists say that all industries 
will have to get moré production out 
ot the same man-hours. This cer- 
tainly applies te the lithographic in 
dustry, and we may as well tace the 
tacts The problems aren't easy. 
Maintaining or improving quality, 
while production is actually increased, 
requires that all plant activities be 
studied ‘in detul and that definite 
action be taken where its seems ad- 


visable 


Time to Start 
Under the most competent leader- 
ship, periods of six months to two 
years have been required to put a 
plant in order. Under ideal condi 
tions, less than six months should be 
req ired, but no one should plan on 
such a short period. Because ot the time 
factor, it is already late to start a 
program ot improving plant opera 
tions, and any company needing seri 
ous overhauling would be wise to get 
started without delay 
There in be little doubt that the 
best time to get a plant into trouble- 
tree operation is when business comes 
easy and there is no immediate worry 
ibout income. Profits are increased 
is soon as tre ibles ire reduced and 


ri times come the plant

mean that the job is ever completely 
finished, however, tor there will al- 
ways be some room tor improvement 

Not every company can take ad 
vantage of gool times to put things 
in order. Small companies in particular 
sometimes have financial problems 
that prevent it. The other extreme 
possibility is to get busy just as soon 
as production slacks up a bit. While 
such a late start is dangerous, it is 
better than not getting started at all. 
Many successt manutacturing of 
ganizations keep one or more men 
busy at all times on new production 
methods and developments, and in 
crease this activity during periods ot 
slack product On, 

The need tor improvement, and the 
financial possibility of effecting it 
vary considerably among plants. Prob 
ably no plant exists that cannot stand 
some room tor Improvement with re 
spect to both quality and costs. How 
much effort should be put into it and 
where to start can be decided only 
in individual cases. Some cost usually 
is involved in a betterment program 
tor someone must concentrate his at 
tention and time. It the problems are 
attacked in the proper manner, how 
ever, the cost is usually negligible in 


comparison with the savings that can 


be effec ted within a vear or so For

Methods of Improvement 
How does one go about reducing 
A large 


book could be written on the subject 


costs and improving quality ? 


without exhausting all the possibilities 
that should be looked into if a 
thorough job is to be done. Certainly 
we could not begin to do justice here 
to the entire subject. But we can 
draw on some actual experiences and 
observations to illustrate a few points. 
Many points that need to be looked 
into are perfectly obvious, and it is 
unusual to find them totally neg 
lected. Others that would seem to be 
obs otis, how ever are sometimes ney 
lected, probably because no one has 
taken time out to look over the situa 
tion. Usually there is no lack of intel 
ligen ¢ in such cases, but the neglect 
simply results trom continued failure 
to examine details. Some very un 
desirable practices can arise in a plant 
when everyone concentrates entirels 
on getting out the immediate jobs. 
Much can be learned trom the 
methods employed in ether industries. 
Those responsible tor plant operations 
in this industry sometimes neglect 


such fruittul sources of ideas and 


stimulation. Many production prac 
tices can be transplanted with little 
or no modification. Some cannot be 
transplanted directly, but they will 
help by stimulating one’s thought. 
Any good public library has books and 
current Magazines on industrial man 
agement that are well worth studying 
in this connection. 

Some lithographic concerns suffer 
trom poor organization without rea 
lizing if. Plant personnel constitutes 
a team, and close teamwork is neces 
sary tor the various individuals to 
pull together. All the various activi- 
ties must be dovetailed properly in 
order to prevent lost motion and et 
tort. Vague and incomplete organiza 
tion is bound to be reflected in un- 
necessarily high costs. Good organi 
vation. requires that everyone, from 
top to botrom, have very definite du 
ties and responsibilities, and that these 
be thoroughly understood by everyone 
concerned, An organization chart and 
a written manual to accompany it ts 
otten advisable. “The mere writing of 
such a manual can torce an executive 
to realize that gaps exist in his organi- 
zation which he had never thought of 
betore. Books on industrial manage 
ment have excellent material on or 
ganization.

“To minimize troubles 
theretore, it is necessary to study the 
nature of the troubles themselves, to 
inalvze the reasons, and finally to 
ulopt the methods that give the least 
trouble. The methods used in plate 
making and in printing on the press 
usually are the most important ones, 
because failure of a plate to print Its 
«dition on the press involves the great 
est expense. 

It is seldom that one finds an or 
vanized attempt within a shop to

One reason, of course, 
s that very tew men are capable ot 
doing a thorough job. But there have 
heen instances where any intelligent 
person could have found the cause of 
difficulty if there had only been an 


ittempt to find it. 


How to Find Trouble 

In a number of plants we have had 
rather remarkable success !n eliminat 
ng troubles by instituting a system 
4 records whereby plate and_ press 
“‘Xperiences are reported for each plate 
made and run in production. Such a 
system was adopted only after we 
tound it impossible to get enough 
information by word of mouth, intor- 
mation thorough enough to justify 


the evaluation ot various procedures. 
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The system in itselt is quite simple; 
vet it has been found to be of definite 
help even W hen no one is available 
to doa thorough job ot trouble-shoort 
ing. It requires some time, and there- 
fore some expense fo operate, but “ 
tar the savings have tar outweighed 
the cost. 

Briefly, a “plate report’ torm is 
tilled out tor each plate made, giving 
data that may be important in tracing 
the causes of any difhculties that may 
arise on the press. This report accom 
panies the plate to the press room, 
and the pressman writes down on the 
same torm certain intormation based 
on his experience during the press 
run. The torm has been designed to 
simplity the writing down ot the re 
quired information. Any difficulties 
aused by tactors other than the plate 
ire also reported. Fach week these 
reports are collected, and statistics 
ire compiled trom them. These sta 
tistics are entered on charts and also 
in a weekly report which is distribu 
ted to the plate and press toremen 
the superintendent, and to any other 
interested executives. 

Cases of trouble are investigated 
is early as possible, and changes in 
procedures or materials are made on 
the basis of these findings, and also 
m the basis of the statistical data. 
Thus the system provides intorma 
tion that no cost system is designed 
to turnish. The individual plate re 
ports help in arriving at the causes 
ot troubles, and the statistical data 
show the progress made in elimina 
ting them. The greatest value is 
obtained when someone — tamiliar 
with all the lithographic operations 
inalyzes the data and decides on 
hanges to be made, but the data 
alone are useful as an executive con 
trol as long as those using it under 
stand the meaning of the statistics. 

This record system has been help 
tul in more ways than were originally 
-xpected. At first the men complained 
ibout having to write down the intor 
mation requested. Later they coopera 
ted beautifully when they saw that 
the intormation was actually being 
ised, and that definite improvement 
vas taking place. Their morale went 


ip sharply at this point, and = the 


human errors normally so dithcult to 
prevent took a sudden turn down 
ward. 
Troubles Come to Light 
We learned that certain plate 
makers and certain pressmen had 
more difhculties than others, and 
what these dithculties were. little 
training cleared them up in_ short 
order. We tound that more caretul 
control of etching depth on deep etch 
plates was necessary. When this con 
trol was put into effect, plate blind 
ness and difhculty in rolling up was 
eliminated. We learned which ot sev 
eral types of grain gave the best 
results, and which plate etches, inks 
papers, and fountain etches worked 
best. We tound that certain types ot 


trouble occur in very detinite cvcles. 


Based on actual records, one typical 
plant originally had exceedingly poor 
results with albumin plates. Atter 
changes in procedures, the albumin 
plates ran better than deep etch plates. 
Immediately more jobs were put on 
albumin plates, with consequent sav 
ings in cost. Later deep etch plate 
making was brought to pertection, 
and then the decisions on whether to 
use albumin or deep etch plates were 
based on the relative expense of mak 
ing negatives and positives, rather 
than on the lengths of runs. 

These are only a tew of the vers 
valuable things that were learned 
through the study ot actual records. 
Most of them could have been learned 
with certainty in no other way. Sev-

PHOTO TIPS

Here are a tew suggestions that 
will aid in keeping developer temp 
eratures where they should be—ar o1 
very close to the OS degree mark, tor 
those shops not equipped with auto 
matic temperature controlled sinks. 

kor line work, temperatures may 
vary somewhat without causing 
trouble tor the darkroom processing, 
but halftones cannot be developed 
properly without some sort of control 
over extremes of temperature to in 
sure accurate reproduction ot the 
tonal range of photographic prints. 

First, keep developers off the floor 
when storing. It's always cooler at 
the floor level of a room. In summer 
it may be advantageous to place de 
veloper bottles on the floor to keep 
the solutions cool, but in winter thes 
should be kept at higher levels neat 
the circulation of warm air trom 
heaters, preterably on a rubber mat 
or other insulated surtace. 

Keep room temperatures up, as this 
has a direct effect on developer temp- 
erature fluctuations, especially when 
solutions are in a tray ready tor use. 

Second, run hot water into a tras 


about to be used and leave it there 


tor a tew minutes betore emptying 
ind pouring in the developer. Then 
check with a thermometer, place the 
tray in a larger one to which water 
at 70 or 75 degrees can be added 
trom time to time to keep the solu- 
tion in the smaller at or very close to 
the required 68 degrees. 

Third, have a small electric fan 
type heater operating in the darkroom 
at intervals throughout the day. In 
the morning it may be advisable to 
ise it consistently until heat in’ the 
building can take over during the day. 


*®Sometimes photographic — prints 
are badly scratched trom repeated use, 
and these will show up harshly in 
halftones shot trom them. Arrange 
such prints in the copy board to have 
the scratches run horizontally, or 
parallel with the floor when the copy 
board is facing the camera. 

The light trom the lamps will then 
run along the scratches, and will 
eliminate possible highlights. 

When such scratches are numerous 
and run in all directions, turn the 
opy until the most disturbing ones

Hydrophobic pigments are: barium 
lithol, calcium lithol, red lake C, para 
red, lithol rubine, alkali blue, tugitive

Hence, they are 
free to be absorbed or react with the 
surface ot the lithographic _ plate. 
When these molecules are absorbed or 
react with the fithographic plate 
water can no longer wet the plate or 
displace these molec ules. Hence, their 
surface becomes water repellent and 
ink receptive. 

Figure 3 shows a diagram with a 
hydrophillic pigment and a hydrophil 
lic vehicle. In this case, the hydrophil 
lic pigment particle strongly attracts 
the hvdrophillic molecules of the 
vehicle. They are absorbed or react 
with the pigment particles. Expet 
ments show that molecules are absorb 
ed to form films one molecule thick 
They are described as being oriented 
Hence. they are not free to react with 
the lithographic plate Theoretically 
it is possible to have greasing if there 
is an excess ot hydrophillic vehicle 
molecules. 

In Figure 4, a diagram is shown 
of a hydrophobic pigment and a hy- 
drophobic vehickk. this case 
the hydrophobic vehicle molecules 
have no attraction tor the lithographic 
plate which is hydrophilli They 
have a slight attraction tor the hy 
drophobic pigment, but the bond be 
rween a hydrophobic solid and 
hydrophobic liquid is weak. The 
preterence ot these molecules s fo 
stav in the bulk of the vehicle. Some 
of the molecules may attach them 
selves to the pigment particle, but 
these molecules may be easily re 


placed by others. 


In Figure 5 a diagram is shown ot 
a hydrophillic pigment and a hydro 
phobic vehicle. In this case the hy 
drophobic vehicle molecules do not 
react nor are they absorbed by eithe 
the lithographic plate or the pigment 
particles of the ink. This causes the

IR CONDITIONING 


HE problem of air condition- 


ing reduces itself, in the last 

analysis, to the transfer methods 
and equipment applied to lithographi 
requirements and conditions ot heat 
transfer in the individual plant. The 
properties of air, as concerns heat, 
are, therefore, of fundamental import 
tance. (Part Four, ot this series 
Feb. 1950, dealt with properties ot 
air) 

An understanding ot heat trans 
fer requires a knowledge of the phy 
sics ot heat. This discussion is con 
erned neither with precise s« rentifi 
definitions nor with the actual cal 
ulations of the air conditioning en 
gineer, which are the basis ot hn 
recommendations. “The description 
res essarily deals with calculations 
but these are approximate, and are de

Equipment 

‘The lithographic plant operates 
within a closed space isolated trom 
the outside atmosphere. As the out 
side atmosphere changes trom hour 
to hour, day by day and season by 
season. the atmosphere within the 
plant is to be maintained at a prede 
termined relative humidity and tem 


perature 


The air conditioning engineer, hav- 
ing made his survey of building and 
operating conditions within the plant, 
and being acquainted with the plant's 
lithographic requirements, is in a 
position to design an air condition 
ing installation to meet these require 
ments. He has available electric cur 
rent, heat sources, water, and data 
on year-round weather conditions in 
the locality, all as disclosed in his sur 
vev. With these data and a wide 
range of available air conditioning 
methods and equipment, he can dratt 
his recommendations 

The plant technologist and man 
agement are not concerned with the 
engineering procedures by which the 
air conditioning engineer fits these 
data, methods, and equipment to the 
lithographic requirements of the plant 
But some understanding of methods 
and equipment is necessary in order 
to check the proposed installation 
against lithographic requirements 
and to adjust these proposals to the 
financial pattern of initial investment 


and maintenance costs,

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This discussion w concerned with 
available air conditioning methods 
and equipment. It does not aim to 
be exhaustive, either in content or in 
description; and most engineering 
data are omitted. But the methods and 
equipment available to the air con- 
ditioning engineer are sufficiently 
described to enable intelligent un 
derstanding and decision. 

Heating 

The first air conditioning was heat 
in winter to overcome low outside 
temperatures, without regard to con 
trol or regulation of relative humid 
ity. 

The lithographic plant already has 
means for winter heating. Generally 
the existing means can be retained 
and incorporated into the air con 
ditioning installation with or with 
out supplementary heating means. 
The new heating requirements are: 
(1) even distribution ot the condi 
tioned air; (2) precise control of 
temperature; and, associated with 
heat and heat control, (3) precise 
control of relative humidity. When 
an air conditioning installation is 
planned for a new plant structure, 
heat sources and equipment _ best 
suited to these requirements can be 
chosen. In the existing plant struc 
ture, an adaptation peculiar to the 
individual case is necessary. Condi 
tions will vary so widely that their 
enumeration would serve no usetul 
purpose. 

Ventilation 

One of the fundamental require- 
ments of an air conditioning installa- 
tion is even distribution of the condi 
tioned air in the conditioned space 
or in the several units of space—in 
some instances with different relative 
temperature levels and humidity. In 
general, a large proporton of the con 
ditioned air is recirculated, and a def 
inite proportion is discharged out 
doors and replaced with fresh air 

In the case ot contaminated ait 
from plant equipment, an apprec iable 
fraction of initial investment and 
maintenance Cost may be involved in 
discharging the contaminated air out 
doors. In some instances the con 
taminated air can be purified and re 


circulated: in which case the invest 
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ment and maintenance costs of puri- 
fication should be compared with the 
loss of exhausting the conditioned but 
contaminated air outdoors. 

In a plant with a large production 
of deep etch plates, ventilation of the 
deep etch sink may become a problem. 
It the air conditioning svstem is de- 
signed to replace the costly condition- 
ed air blown outdoors by the venti 
lating tan, investment and operating 
costs may be increased materially. 
In such a case consideration should 
be given to location of the deep etch 
sink outside the conditioned area. 
This sink would be used only tor the 
actual etching operation, previous and 
succeeding operations being — per 
formed in the conditioned area. 

Frequently a given piece of equip 
ment designed to perforn, a specific 
function, such as a humidifier, re- 
ceives only a portion of the circulat 
ing air, after which the air condi- 
tioned by the equipment is mixed 
with the main air stream. By con- 
trolling the proportion of air thus 
by-passed, a given required level may 
be maintained. 

Water 

The availability and cost ot water 


or in the design, initial 


isa large tac 
investment, and operating cost of an 
air conditioning installation. Water 
can be used to cool and either to 
humidity or to dehumidify air. The 
ideal location for a lithographic plant, 
so far as air conditioning is concerned, 
would be on the shore of a deep 
mountain lake. The cold water trom 
the bottom of the lake would cool 
and dehumidity. Heated, it would 
humidity. The used water would 
carry heat trom the plant to the 
lake’s surtace, where evaporation 
would cool the water and send it to 
the bottom. ‘This cycle is reflected in 
some processes and equipment used 
in air conditioning. 

Retrigeration, which both cools and 
lehumidifies, operates by removing 
both sensible and latent heat trom 
air. Water is the most convement 
medium for carrving away this heat. 

Sources of cool water determine 
its available quantity and cost. These 


factors and srevailing temperature 


determine the extent to which water 


can be used in the air conditioning 
installation. 

When the supply of cool water is 
limited in quantity or is costly, it 
can be recirculated after being cool 
ed. Equipment for cooling water ts 
of three general types: (1) the nat- 
ural draft cooling tower; (2) its 
mechanical equivalent; and (3) the 
spray pond, 

The natural draft cooling tower 
exposes water in a thin sheet to what- 
ever winds that blow. Part of the 
water evaporates, carrying away heat 
from the water that remains. The 
mechanical equivalent of the natural 
draft cooling tower forces air by 
blower or other means, through the 
water which has been broken up into 
fine droplets. 

The spray pond is a miniature edi 
tion of the mountain lake. Used 
water is sprayed over the surtace ot 
the pond where evaporation cools the 
remaining water, which is pumped 
back tor recirculation. 

Air 

Outdoor air has uses in air condi- 
tioning in addition to its normal role 
of replacing a portion of the condi 
tioned air at the beginning of the air 
conditioning cycle. The cooling tower 
and the spray pond utilize outdoor 
air. The sensible and latent heat of 
retrigeration can, in the case of a 
refrigeration condenser of — small 
volume, be carried away by a stream 
ot outdoor air, Otherwise cool water 
is generally used. This may be cool- 
ing tower water, which is, generally, 
unsuitable for direct cooling. Anoth- 
er use for outdoor air will be found 
in the description of triethylene gly- 
col as a dehumidification agent. 

Air Washers 

An incidental purpose of the air 
washer is suggested by its name: 
to remove dust and dirt from the air, 
This is not performed as efficiently 
as by air filters or electrostatic air 
cleaning equipment. But when part 
of the air conditioning installation, 
as an incidental advantage the air 
washer does assist in cleaning the air. 
In some instances so-called scrubbers 
remove heavy particles efficiently.

N. J. Men Study Offset 

Some 90 members of the Master 
Printers of Newark and Vicinity met 
February 27 at the Newark Athletic 
Club and heard a discussion on the 
pros and cons of adding offset equip- 
ment to letterpress plants. Charles 
Folks, Rogers, Kellogg, Stillson, and 
Edward N. Mayer, Jr., James Gray 
Inc., both representing combinatien 
plants in New York, «poke on the ad 
vantages ot such plants. The advan 
tages ot operating only letterpress 
equipment were discussed by Her 
man Kass, Davis, Delaney, Inc., and 
Richard FE. Messner, Brogle & Co 
Charles V. Morris, Reinhold-Gould 
Inc., New York, then summed up the 
general discussion. 

Explains Liquor Display Rules 

The new rules promulgated by the 
New York State Liquor Authority 
governing the use and distribution ot 
displays and advertising specialties 
in retail liquor outlets were described 
March 7 by John M. Palmer, presi 
dent of The Point of Purchase Ad 
vertising Institute, as a “solid gain 
tor producers of point of sale liquor 
advertising” and “as a stimulus for 
the wider use of this medium in liquor 
establishments.”” Mr. Palmer's com 
ments were part of his report to the 
Institute's members on SLA’s new 
Rules 3 and Jt, both of which have 
now become effective. 

His summary follows, in part: 


Under Rule 3, according to Palmer's 
report, brewers, distillers and wine makers 
may distribute “Brand Signs” to so-called 
on-premise” liquor outlets without limi 
tations as to quantitv or dollar value 

Brand Signs’ re qualified as displays 
which have “no utility or secondary use 
or value apart from the actual advertis 
ing value 

Brand Signs” under Rule 3 include 


poster, placard, design, device

This rule applies to advertising signs 
and material,” Palmer stated, “amounting 
to an estimated £56 of the output of our 
members in this field, Ac unlimited mar 
ket, subject to federal regulation, has been 

j ip tor these products if made ac 
cording to regulations as to size, manner 
f display and standards of copy.” 

Under Rule ti, Palmer pointed out, 
liquor manufacturers may distribute both 
consumer and retailer “advertising special 
ties” valued up to $25.00 to any single 
retailer in a given calendar vear Ad 
vertising Specialties” were described by 
Palmer as “point-of-sale material with a 
secondary use oF value 

It is important tor all our members 
to know,” Palmer said, “that the ‘Brand 
Signs’ deseribed in Rule 3 do mot come 
under the $25.00 limit of Rule 11. 

Other items which are not charged 
against Rule 11's $25.00 ceiling, were list 
ed by Palmer as follows 

Window Installation The labor cost 
tor dressing windows has no ceiling. It 
is not now charged against the $25.00 
limit. This item previously formed one 
of the major costs, Its elimination from 
the dollar limit of the Rule is an excellent 
piece of news for our window installation 
members 

“Recipe Books and Promotional Leaf 
lets These two items (without dealers’ 
imprint) may be distributed through pack 
age stores and are not charged against 
the $25.00 ceiling. 

Reer Displays and Signs:>—These are 
not limited as to size, when given or sold 
to ‘off-premises’ beer licensees.” 

Mr. Palmer also pointed out that items 
previously restricted “have now been 
brought under the Rule 3 ‘free list’ so that 
actually the $25.00 ceiling covering the 
items in Rule 11 becomes a much more 
liberal allowance than it appears to be.”

cheap construction that they can be 
thrown away when clogged. Air 
filters are sometimes an integral part 
ot the air washer.

eral plants are continuing to use the 


system even after troubles were 
brought to an unbelievably low level. 
Several important tacts have grown 
out ot this experience. One is that 
the control ot procedures on the basis 
ot actual results in an individual 
plant is possible, and such control can 
pay great dividends in minimizing 
troubles. Another is that the human 
memory cannot be depended on in 
the matter ot troubles, their frequen- 
cies, and their causes. Still another is 
that the average craftsman wants to 
do the best possible work, and will 
cooperate tully when he yets the 
proper help and advice.

In view of the success 


through control ot procedures, it is 
interesting to examine the manner in 
which they are usually handled, or 
not handled, as is often the case. A 
craftsman usually learns his trade in 
one shop, where certain procedures 
and certain tormulas are used, either 
with good or relatively poor success. 
Later he may move to another shop 
There he will probably be told to do 
things differently and to use different 
materials. From his limited contact
